The  second  lecture  in  the  course  at  the 
Methodist  Church  was  delivered  by  Rev 
Dr.  Henderson.  The  subject  was  "Our 
Girls." 

Dr.  Henderson  is  an  energetic  speaker, 
with  a  rather  hard  voice,  which  was 
pitched  at  a  high  key.  H  e  commenced 
by  stating  that  what  people  eat  forms 
their  character  as  well  as  their  body,  and 
that  it  is  of  the  highest  importance  that 
a  wife  should  attend  well  to  the  feeding 
of  the  animal  she  him  married. 

The  speaker  then  turned  his  attention 
to  the  girls,  and  proceeded  to  ridicule 
that  type  of  girlhood  which  has  no  solid 
accomplishments,  and  whose  superficial 
accomplishments  are  of  the  most  useless 
description. 

This  kind  of  girl  was  ridiculed  and  con¬ 
demned  mercilessly,  but  the  description 
given  of  her  was  the  broadest  kind  of 
caricature,  and  could  hardly  have  been 
drawn  from  actual  life.  SucTi  girls  do  not 
exist  in  Bloomfield,  and  we  doubt  if  they 
have  an  existence  outside  of  story  books 
and  newspapers.  The  sweet  traits  of 
maidenhood  vvere  not  touched  upon,  and 
the  audience  were  compelled  to  think  of 
their  ovvn  families  in  order  to  recall 
pleasant  picture  of  domestic  life.  Some 
of  the  suggestions  of  the  speaker  were 
wise  and  thoughtful,  but  parents  can 
learn  little  from  platform  oratory  which 
will  aid  them  to  guide  the  lives  of  their 
daughters  in  the  sunny  paths.
